Put Up or Shut Up on Peace 


The Russian peace proposal offers hope to the millions 


of people who would like to see an end to the fighting and 
something approximating real peace established in this war- 
weary world. 


Or does it? Is it an honest attempt to negotiate at last 


a dispute that has already claimed thousands of lives and 
cost billions of dollars in war expense and destruction of prop- 
erty? Or is it another crafty Kremlin trick to lull the U. S. 
and its UN Allies into a feeling of false optimism? Is it a 
trick to split the Allies by causing dissension among them 
over the actual peace terms?

Those questions have to be asked by any sensible person 


because of Russia's long record of diplomatic duplicity, dou- 
ble-crossing and shameless dishonesty in her international 
dealings. They have to be asked despite UN Secretary-Gen- 
eral Trygve Lie's assurance that the Soviets' motives are sin- 
cere and their off-hand peace bid should be taken seriously. 
They have to be asked because a wise man always reaches 
for a grain of salt when listening to pious utterances from a 
known liar. 


So while Mr. Malik's gambit offers hope to some, it also 


confronts President Truman, the state department and their 
opposite numbers among our UN Allies with a keen chal- 
lenge. It is a challenge to their judgment and their ability 
to come through when the chips are down in an international 
poker game in which one player has no compunction about 
using a marked deck and hiding a few aces up his sleeve.

By their handling of the situation the president and his 


advisers have a chance to redeem themselves with many citi- 
zens throughout the country who feel that Truman-Acheson 
and company have demonstrated something less than dy- 
namic leadership in their handling of the whole problem of 
Communistic expansion in Asia. 


Because of previous sad experience of those naive enough 


to take Russian promises at face value, it is only the part 
of wisdom to retain a healthy skepticism until the Reds' sin- 
cerity is proved beyond doubt. But that does not mean that 
we should lead the UN along the path of timidity. The bur- 
den of proof of sincerity is on Russia. By taking a firm 
stand with her and refusing to be stampeded by wishful 
thinking, we can call her hand and make her put her cards 
on the table. "Then perhaps our diplomats will learn that 
Russia doesn't hold all the trumps they had credited her 
with. Or that she is just trying to cheat again.

We recently had a question 


about the first discard that a play- 
er should make. Should you dis- 
card from strength (three or four 
of a kind) or from weakness (no 
more cards to match the discard) ? 


We have already seen that it is 


very poor policy to stick unfail- 
ingly to one practice. You have 
to have a change of pace to keep 
the enemy guessing. However, 
you may have a leaning toward 
one method or toward the other, 
even though you are careful to 
mix a slow ball with your fast 
ball every once in a while. 


Which 
tendency should you 


adopt? The answer should depend 
on your hand, if all players in the 
game are equally good. However, 
the answer may depend more on 
your partner than on the hand you 
happen to hold. 


There are some partners who 


always fight for the discard pile 
no matter how hopeless the battle 
may be. If you meld cards from

You must 
do what you can to help him fight 
for the pack Hence you tend to 
discard from strength a trifle 
more often than your cards would 
really warrant 


There is another kind of part- 


ner—the man who always plays 
for a fast out no matter what his 
hand looks like. He always puts a 


meld down on the table at the 
first chance to do so. If you fight 
for the pack, he gets himself down 
to two or three cards and prompt- 
ly gives the pack away to the 
enemy. 


With such a partner you can- 


not hope to win the pack. You 
must play for a fast out whether 
you like it or not. Her.ce you 
tend to discard from weakness 
at your first turn, saving your 
melds and your pairs.

Danes Grant Use 
Of Ship for War 
Cease-Fire Talks 


C O P E N H A G E N . Denmark, 


(AP)—The Danish 
government 


granted permission to use the hos- 
pital ship Jutlandia for Korean 
cease-fire negotiations after con- 
sulting the 
Red Cross, it 
was 


learned officially today. 


The Danish Red Cross has been 


operating the ship as thla coun- 
try's contribution to the United 
Nation's action In Korea. 


The United States asked to use 


the ship through the Danish em- 
bassy in Washington and the re- 
quest was granted after Red Cross 
approval was received. 


The two things which are mos 


feared about polio are death an 
permanent crippling. Now in re 
cent years, although there hav 
been a large number of cases 
comparison with the past, the dis 
ease has been rather mild in tha 
only a small proportion of those 
attacked have succumbed. Conse 
quently the risk to life is not grea 


There is also less danger of per 


mancnt crippling than most peopl 
realize. A high proportion—whic 
varies up to half or more—do no 
suffer any permanent effects A 
lot more have such slight paralysi 
that there Is little intereferenc 
with their later physical activity. 


But crippling does come to som 


victims of polio. In meeting thi 
problem (as well as many others 
connected with polio) the Nationa 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis 
which conducts its public March o 
Dimes Campaign in February, ha 
helped almost past belief. This or 
ganization has made it possible fo 
anyone with the disease to get th 
best kind of needed care and to 
travel far on the road to complete 
recovery. 


There are many things which 


can be done for the victim of polio 
who comes out of the acute illness 
with some muscular difficulty. Th 
first step is to relieve any pain 
which may be present and help the 
musics to relax. Much can be ac 
complished in this direction by the 
proper application of heat, passive 
motion of the limbs, and such 
drugs as seem advisable. 


Later there is also much which 


can be done. The general aim of 
late care is to restore the muscles 
to as much of their normal func- 
tion as possible, and to train new 
muscles to carry on the functions 
of those which cannot recover their 
needed strength. 


All this requires judgment, pa-

since the water helps to support 
the limbs and makes the work of 
the muscles less'while they are re- 
gaining their strength.

Army and navy forces fought an 


artillery duel in the streets of 
Bangkok. 


Some shells ripped through the 


American embassy, situated be- 
tween opposing forces. 


Apparently no Americans or 


other foreigners were hurt in a 
night of heavy fighting, said Will- 
iam T. Turner, American charge 
d'affaires. 


As he made this report over the 


telephone to the Associated Press, 
a bullet ricochetted into his liv- 
ing room. It lodged in the wall 
over his head. 


Bomb Headquarter* 


The army, air force and police 


joined m a fight against the re- 
bellious navy. 


Royal air force planes bombed 


navy headquarters, across the 
Chao Phya river from Bangkok 
at 8 a.m. today (8 p.m. Friday 
EST. One bomb fell between the 
French embassy and the Oriental 
hotel. Three persons were injured. 


No attempt was made to bomb 


the warship on which Pibulsong- 
gram was reported held prisoner. 


Ignore Plea 


The premier, kidnapped by a 


navy patrol at a public ceremony 
Saturday, broadcast a plea for op- 
posing factions to get together. 
His supporters ignored It. 


Army and air force ultimatums 


were issued to the navy and ma- 
rines to surrender. When they 
were Ignored, tanks, artillery and 
planes opened up on the rebels. 


The fight raged throughout the 


night into the morning. A pall of 


smoke hung over Bangkok from a 
burning oil pump set afire by an 
aerial bomb. 


Heavy Casualties 


Turner said both sides must 


have suffered heavy casualties, 


The navy announced it had set 


up a new government headed by 
retired army officer Phra Sarasas 
Praphan. 


Navy broadcasts said the rebel 


government included several for- 
mer high ranking naval officers. 
But some of those listed, including 
Seni Pramoj, former Thai ambas- 
sador to the U. S. disclaimed 
knowledge of the appointments. 


Meanwhile the army announced 


Foreign Minister Vorakarn Ban- 
cha was taking over the old gov- 
ernment. 


The reshuffled old government 


was loyal to Pibulsonggram, a 
staunch friend of the U.S. 


During Ceremony 


The premier was kidnapped 


during a ceremony marking the 
:ransfer of an American dredger 
to the Thai government. He was 
landing beside Turner when a 
heavy armed navy detachment 
moved in and surrounded him. 


Armed sailors and marines cov- 


ered the official party until Pibul- 
songgram was whisked away in a 
aunch. He did not protest. Later 
Turner and other officials were 
permitted to leave. 


There was nothing 'to indicate 


:he coup was Communist inspired. 
It might stem from old rivalry be- 
tween the army and navy.
